A SMOKESTACK PROBLEM. 


Many ScJ--«C:<-» That ffeiled Before Uu> 


Iliek Chimney W»» Iffcintcd. 


At the cement works ou the west 


shore of Henpsreau harbor there- is a 
smokestack 12:1 feet high and 3 feet in 
diameter which has long needed paint- 
ing. The manager thought the rime had 
come to dispose of the job. Two of the 
foremen, the shovel engineer and a 
young carpenter set their wits to work 
to contrive a way of getting a rope up 
through the pipe's interior and down oa 
the outside so that an apparatus conld 
be rigged to hoist the painter.

stack, but this solved only bulf the prob- 
lem. 
Another workman suggested a 


small balloon. The first one to formu-

kite, which had a small iron weight 
fastened to its upper end, the intention 
being to fly the kite until it was direct 
ly over tho smokestack, and then lowei 
the weight down into the interior. 


The kite worked beautifully antil i 


was time lor it to be -useful, whpa i 
turneu a ^oiuereanlt, tangling itsolf in 
the pulley tackle, and the whole thine 
came to grief. Tbeu the carpenter began 
to talk. He, too, remembered boyi^l 
pastimes and believed they could ii« 
turned to account. His idea %vai> to as 
cead tho cable tower, 90 feet distan 
and 180 feet high, and from this posi 
tiou throw into the smokestack a weigh1 
tied to a string. The wind was blowinj 
a Kale, but this did not discourage thi 
man, 
and ho, with ths two'foremen, as 


cended the tower for performance No. 3 


To throw a two pound weight fasten 


ed to v. string was. no easy matter, an< 
it was exceedingly, difficult to keep 
foothold ou the tower. After three trials 
however, the weight fell as planned, 
save that the string broke. Later th 
carpenter tried again, casting the weigh 
four times before it entered the stack.

VARIOUS FORCES 


Have Caused the Decrease ;n 


the Oil Market.

Mr. Tom Watson has some sngges 


jions to cffer regarding the forces 
;hat have caused the downward tend 
eocy of the oil market. Banned oil, 
that a abort time ago commanded 5 
cents a gallon at wholesale, it now 
wiling at about 3 cents. This is oc- 
casioned partly by the pressure for 
money among the poorer classes. It 
is very difficult for the distributors of 
refined oil to sell at all for cash, even 
In small quantities. The people have 
not the money to buy. 


Then, again, in the larger cities 


the water gas business Is invading 
jhe domain of the illuminating trade, 
which has been held by petroleum. 
This water gas is made at a cost not 
to exceed 20 cents per thousand cubic 
feet, and can be sold to consumers at 
guch figures as will drive oil out of 
the market. This is particularly true 
of the larger cities of the old world. 
Many of them have immense plants 
which furnish their gas by a system 
of penny slot machines. You drop a 
penny, a nickel or a dime into a slot 
ind your gas is OB. When the mon- 
iy's worth is exhausted your gas goes 
out.The gas is made by the use of coke 
petroleum and water. 
But when 


crude oil reaches above a dollar, it is 
said, coal is used instead. At present 
prices oil is, and will be, used entirely 
for the purpose. This, of course 
helps consumption a little, but it is 
nothing when compared with a free 
and steady use of oil by the masses 
for illuminating purposes. 


There is, moreover, another ageni 
that seems to be intruding itself upon 
the premises—electricity. We have 
therefore, a double-acting opposition 
to ttie use of petroleum in the illuml 
nation of the world. Bat the encour- 
aging feature that remains is the 
fact that the greater portion of the 
densely populated areas of the east 
ern world are not yet fully suppliet 
with either. As a consequence oi 
will continue to perform important 
duty for many years to come. 
Its 


uses are becoming so diversified that 
it will remain in good demand, though 
at seasons like the present its sources 
may appear to be rather pioliSe.
